PROPOSAL 

When in August last tlio Local Cov- 
ernment seized tho coflerdnm and p'.ant, 
ousted the contractors niid decided to 
complete the work by tho day, we 
quoted from tho speeches of Measr.s. 
Beavkx and Walkem when in opposi- 
tion to ahow that in not adhering to 
the contract system they violated sol- 
emn pledges made by them prior to 
accepting office, and set at deliauce a 
resolution of the House which emphat- 
ically condemns tho giving out' of 
public work by the day. We drew tho 
attention of the country to this lla- 
, grant attempt to buy up the constitu- 
encies, and insisted that the dock itself 
should be given out by contract. The 
alarm having been sounded and public 
opinion thoroughly ai-oused on the sub- 
ject, the Government yielded and ad- 
vertised for tenders for drydock con- 
struction. Those tenders are in the 
hands of the Government — have been 
there for moro than a month ; have 
teen opened, ovorbaiilcc', noted, and, 
for aught anyone outside knows, are 
now being peddled throughout Canada. 
The lowest tender is said to be some- 
where about §325,000. Tho highest 
nearly $900,000. The Government 
have been advised to allow tho lowest 
local tenderers to carry oft the prize, 
and to discard those from abroad, tho 
lowness of which is the best evidence 
of the unfitness of those tendering to 
carry out the work. After a profound 
silence of about five weeks on tho sub- 
ject the organ of yesterday sounded a 
note — and a very startling note it i.s. 
It is nothing inoro nor less than a 
covert proposition to build the dock by 
day's work. The public are told that 
the estimate of tho engineers is -$300,- 
000, and that if tho Government can- 
not get responsible contractors to take 
it at that figure thiy will probably du 
it theinsclv.s by the day.'^ In plain 
terms, the Government propose to use 
the money that has been set aside for 
dock purposes to retain themselves in 
power. Utterly unscrupulous, careless 
and indifferent to thebestinterestsof the 
country they misgovern, are they about 
to perpetrateanoutragebafore which the 
reckless expenditure on roads in 1874 
and 1875, when " money was sowed 
broadcast," shall bo as a drop in tho 
ocean's waste 1 It has cost $249,000 
to build a wooden buttress to breast 
back the tidewater from the site of 
the dock ; and is the country to be 
coolly told that tho main work, which 
requires to bo built of stone, can be 
tinished for §300,000 ] Practical men 
— men who have built drydocks in 
other countries — tell us that the cost 
by contract will be not far short of 
$600,000. Others, as we have said, 
have shown by their bids that in their 
opinion the cost will be nearly §900,- 
000. Are all these opinions to be set 
aside as worthless and that of the engi- 
neers adopted — engineers whose plans 
■were so faulty (see the Lands & W^rks 
records) that the contractors for the 
cofferdam could make nothing of them, 
and had to discard them and ro-survey 
the place for themselves. Why, the 
very depth of wator — the rise and fall 
of the tides — was mis stated in tho 
original survey ; and where on • the 
bottom the surveys called for sand and 
mud rock was found. These arc 
solid facts and can bo verified at any 
moment. Do ihe Government propose 
now to shelter them.solves behind the 
same engineers' estimates for the main 
work and commence it (they will never 
finish it) by day's work? Aro thoy 
about to uso and expend the revenues 
of the country in a vain attempt to 
hold their ])ositions? Their misdeeds 
have brought them to death's door, and 
do they hope to prolong their existence 
by this rascally coup de main, whicli 
will saddle the country with an expen- 
diture of at least a million of dollars to 
effect what responsible local contractors 
stand prepared to do for less than 
$500,0001 Is the grand and noble 
Bciieme of a graving dock at Esqui- 
mau, which was meant by its projectors 
as a blessing, to become a political 
weapon in the hands of politicians? — 
to be made a sink-hr le into which will 
be cast for many years the revenues of 
the co;:utry ? We entertain not the 
slightest fear ,bat tiie House when it 
meets will ajiprove of the contemplated 
course of ti.e Government; but ever^v 
one who may give the subject a mo- 
ment's thought will understand how 
complicated affairs may become, and 
how difficult to straighten, if the pres- 
ent intention of the (Government bi 
carried out. The tiinr.' for action is 
now. This incipient act of high 
treason — we can call it noiliing nl.io— 
towards the House and tho country, 
should be seized and scotched now. A 
month hence — when "Sir" Anthony 
Walkem "comes marching home again" 
from Ottawa with a fat fee in his 
breeches pocket and the insignia of a 
title of the Lord-knows-What on his 
breast, it may be too late. The en- 
gineers' estimates cannot be trustworthy 
and we warn the countiy that if the in- 
tention of the Government be carried 
out the credit of the Province will be 
seriously compromised if not destroyed.

London, Feb. 3. — An experimental 
test of the question as to the cause of 
the c.vplosion of a 38-ton turret gun on 
board the British ironclad Tiuinderer 
in the Sea of Marmora Jan. 2d, 1879, 
by which several officers and seamen 
were killed, was made to day at tho 
proof butts in the government marshes 
adjoining the royal arsenal at Wool- 
wich. Tho theory was that the disas- 
ter resulted from tho double loading 
of tho gun through carelessness, and 
this theory was substantiated. 

Samuel Plimsoll, M. P., addressing 
his constituents at Derby yesterday, 
referred to the lo.ss of lifo and proper- 
ty caused by the shifting of cargiie.'^, 
and said that it could bo efl'eclually 
roniodicd at a trifling e.Kpense.

A pulilic mucting coiivonctl W IIis 
Worahip Iho Miiyor was lu;Ul at 'I'liuatie 
Royal hut night to tako into fioii.siileratioii 
Uiu establishment of a ilome for thu In- 
digent, Convaleacfiit and Intinn. Hi3h(i[) 
Cridgo, Dean Ma.son, Masara. Foil, Drake, 
Pearse, JIcLe.in, Mansoll were auumg.st 
tl.e gcUtlQiTien on the platform. 

His Worship called the meeting to (>r- 
dor at n ((uartcr to 8 o'clock and briefly 
stated its object, referring to the urgent 
necessity for the establishment of an in- 
stitution of the kind. It was for the 
mooting to devise the best means of pro- 
viding for this class of people, most of 
whom came from other parts ot tlie I'ro- 
vince. A goiitloman (Mr. C. S. .Jones) 
liad generously otiered an acre and a half 
uf land for the purposes of a Home. 

Mr. M. W. T. Dnikc rose to move a re- 
solution. He said thi.s wxs the only Pro- 
vince that had made no pi-oviaion for tiio 
indigent. In the Royal Ho.Hpital there 
were several incurables who should ])ro- 
perly be sent to a poor jioii.se, wliich iu a 
measure the Royal Hospital had beconio 
In our midst there were many persons 
who had passed the age of work and tliey 
were now burthens on a few. He thought 
the Government .should put n .sum on the 
estimates to encourage the establlHliuiont 
of a Home of this sort. Wo did not want 
to encourage " Inunmors," but simply tlie 
worthy poor. He wanted the meeting to 
impress upon the Govonimont the pro- 
priety of putting a sum on the estimates 
to meet this object. He moved, "That 
a Home was urgently needed and could 
not bo maintained by private subscription 
•'\lonc, but must bo undertaken by the 
Government." It was impossible fur Vic- 
toria to sustain tho poor nf the wholePro- 
vince. | 

Very Rov. Dean Mason .seconded the 1 
resolution. It was the duty of every civi- | 
lized community to see tiiat tho aged and | 
infirm were provided for. He referred tn 
the Christian philanthropy of England 1 
and tho care tliat was taken of such cases. 
Tho philanthropy of individual.s liere | 
could not relievo the necessities of all tiie | 
poor, and the Government should pro- I 
vide for those men who had wdrked hard [ 
and done their best and failed to secure .a 
means of livelihood. Tho Government [ 
ought to ;eare for those who had grown j 
old in tho countiy, or who, by the visita- 
tion of God, had been rendered incapable 
of further effort. 

Tlte resolution wa.s unaniniou.sly carried. 

Councillor McLean said this was a no- | 
bio object and appealed to every sympa- I 
tlietic heart. It was for the meeting to 
recommend a practical method for the ad- | 
vancement of tho cause. He believed that j 
tho niocting had tho people of the city 
and province and the (iovernmeut as 
well witli them. 'J'hc resolution was aa 
follows : , 

"That in order to curry out this object i 
tho Government be petitioned to levy a 
rate not exceeding §1 per annum by way I 
of poll t.ix upon every resident male per- | 
son over 18 years of age, and upon ovory j 
non-resident who may be as.sossed as an ! 
owner of real estate in tho Province, for j 
the purpose of founding and maintaining ] 
such a home. That this fund be admin- i 
istorcd by commissioners, to he apiinint- ' 
ed by tho Government, who shidl perfumi l 
their functions without fee or emolument 
and whoso duty it shall be, iu addition to 
their other duties, to solicit and receive 
donations and contributions to the Homo 
Fund." 

Mr. McMillan was glad that this move- 
ment had been set on foot, and seconded 
tho resolution. Ho referred to the urg- 
e)it nocossity for a Home, but said a very 
oareful discrimination was necessary in 
relieving applicants. The institution, na 
far as po.ssible, should be .self-sustaining | 
and should bo for both suxcs. but ho ; 
was opposed to taxing young men of 18 | 
unless they had a vote aa well (hear). 1 

Mr. D.W. Higgins .asked Mr. McIMillan j 
how much poll tax each adult male now ; 
paid in the Province? 

Mr. McMillan — Tliree dollars forschool 
tax. • 

Mr. Higgins— No other poll tax? 

Mr. McMillan — Yes; in Municipalities 
$2 more for road tax, whicli makes $o. 

Mr. Higgins — Do you not knov; that a 
§5 poll ta.x is heavier than that paid by 
any other people in tho world? 

Mr. McMillan— T am inclined to tiiink 
it is. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson said he was oppo.sed 
to the imposition of a poll tax at all. If 
tho people were taken out of tho hos()it!il 
who liad no right to bo there, then tho 
ifrant to the hospit.d should bo reduced 
and the difTorence transferred to the 
Home. He thought Mr. Jones h.id 
struck tho key-note of the wliole object 
by his generous ofler and it would well bo- 
come other gentlemen who had plenty of 
land around tho city to follow IMr. Jones' 
example and give an acre or so each to 
the Homo. He hoped the Government 
would not bo appealed to at all, if an 
increase of taxation would result. Lot 
tho people be more self-reliant and they 
Id be more successful. (Hoar, hear.) 



Mr. Higgins said 'he-was oppoied toan 

increase of taxation and would move an 

amendment to the resolution by adding 
this rider: "Provided that a reduction 
corresponding in amount with tho tax pro- 
posed to be imposed by this resolution bo 
made in the poll ta.xes now levied for 
school and municipal purposes." Tho peo- 
I pie of tho Provinco"wero already paying 
I a poll tax of. §5 each, a heavier poll tax 
than tliat paid by any other nation in tho 
world. 'iho people would find that 
i taxation would be incre.a-sed fast enough 
without asking for it. 

Mr. T. J. Burncs seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Jas. Fell rose. He said that the 
people of tho Province wore more lightly 
t.axed than any other people. (OhI oh!) 
Tho §0 per annum was a more ilo.a-bito to 
a majority of the people of tho country. 
Many present spent more than that every 
weokin whiakoj'— Yes, and in tobacco, too. 
(You au])ply it, don't you !) 

Mr. J!. W. Pearsu hoped the nuicting 
would not let tho matter.issume a political 
ph.ase. Tlu! object iu placing the sum i>f 
61 on the resolution was to prevent the 
possibility of tho Govornniont exceeding 
that sum or saying they had no means. 
Ho then mad*- an eloquent appeal to the 
mooting on behalf of the poor and stated 
that ho would willingly give land or any- 
thing else to further tlio object. (Ap- 
plause.) 

McMillan said he liopcd tiie meet- 
ing would be unanimous and expressed 
his approval of tho rider. 

Mr. McLean said ho would be ipiite 
happy to accept the rider. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho chairman thou [lut tlie question 
and tho resohition in its amemlod form 
tvas c.irried with only two dissenting 
voices. 

Jlr. Fell muved tho third resolution to 
the effect that the establishment' of tho 

Homo would bo the means of relieving 
tlie Royal Hospital of incurables and 
: would si;t froe nearly a di^ZLU bi'ils for the 
I accommoLlatiou of the sick. 'l"he Koyal 
Hospital had boon a valuable institution, 
I and ho cited instances of sick persons who 
j could not bo accommodated at tho Hos- 
pital because tho room they ought to have 
was occupied by inciu'ables. This was a 
! generous, wholesouled conuuuuity, but 
j private contributions could not fully meet 
j the case. Tlio (-iovernmeut ought to move 
I in the. matter- it v.as their duty to do so.

The Tire Testerday Korninar.; 

An inspection of the two-story brick 
building occupied bj' Mr. Hy. Gribblo, 
dealer in toys and fancy articles, which 
was discovered to be burning shortly 
after one o'clock yesterday morning, docs 
not afibrd any clue to the cause of tho 
fire. Mr. Gribblo sttites tliat he ^ldt tho 
promises at about 7 o'clock on Wednes- 
day evening, at which time the ombers iu 
a stove at tlio back part of tho store wore 
dying out. Tho tiro, however, did not 
originate near the stove, but on tho other 
side of tho room immediately opposite to 
it. On examination it w;.s found that 
tho matting under tho stove h.ad not been 
burned, nor was the stovepipe in any way 
disidaced. When tho Assistant Chief En- 
gineer entered tho burning building he 
found that tho iron shutters in tho rear 
were securely fastened on tho inside, so 
ik> person bent on incendiarism could 
have cflcctod an entrance to .the promises 
in that direction; nor ia there any reason 
to supposo that tho fire was tho work of 
an incendiary. The idastering of the 
building was considerably damaged hyhrc 
and that portion of tho stock which wa.s 
not conaiimcd is rendered almost worth- 
less from tho ell'ects of stuoke and water. 
Tho lire had doubtless boon smouldering 
a long time before it was discovered. A 
citizen passing along Broad street at about 
a quarter to 11 o'clock detected the smell 
of burning and called the attention of the 
Chief Engineer to tho fact. No sign of a 
conthigration or .smoke (except from chim- 
nies) could then bo seen iu the neighbor- 
hood. Tv,o hours and a half later tho 
fire bolls raiifand tho whole of tho Govern- 
ment street front of the block waaenvohip- 
ed in dense clouds of smoke. The Chief 
Engineer whilst in tho execution of his 
duty in the upper story of tho building 
narrowly escaped a serious accident. Half 
blinded and stifled with snuiko, ho was 
endeavoring to find the seat of the lire 
wlicii he fell down a steep staircase, strik- 
ing his head violently. Fortunately he 
was wearing a stout helmet at the time or 
he might have been fatall}- injuroil. .As 
it was ho w.as only stunned and cut some- 
what severely on tho left band. The build- 
ing is owned by Messrs. Roscoo & Law- 
ford and is insured iu the Northern oflioo 
for §2,500. Mr. Grihble's stock, which ho 
valued at some §4,')()0, was insured for 
$'2(XX) in tho North British & Mercantile 
and for $1000 in the .'Scottish Co»nmcrcial 
ollice. 

Tho "City of Pj-iag:" Diffloulty. 

Dispatches from Sin Francisco state 
that the captain and ofllcers of the mail 
steamahi]) {!ity of Peking concealed tho 
fact that there was small-pox on board 
from Ihe agents and health ullicer of the 
liort. Aftertlie ship wa.s (luarantined tho 
oflicers broke quarantine and came ashore, 
and it h.as been ascertained that ono 
night tho wives of tho firat ofHcer, chief 
engineer and one other ofllcor of tho City 
of Peking, visited tho ship, staying all 
night. 'I'lie ipiaraiitino ollicer got wind 
of tho transacliou, and demanded that 
every person on board of tho vessel ho 
brought before him. All came on deck 
except the ladies. The quarantine ofticer 
asked if there were no more, and being 
answered that there were not, t.axed tho 
oflicers with tho iircsenco of their wives 
on board, which the cul[n'its confessed. 
Tho Ladies wore brought on deck, and 
were then summaril}' dispatched to tlio 
quarantine hulk as the petialty for indis- 
cretion. Tho .agents have suspended all 
the oflicers, from the captain down.

SKA(ii;r rid Hope. --The last jam going 
down the main Skagot to tho new mines 
rid Fort Ho])u is about three miles above 
Lightning Creek, which is some eight or 
nine miles south of the boundary line. 
.After this jam is passed the river is navi- 
gable for canoes until Pierce's cro.ssijig, 
four miles above tho mouth of Ruliy 
Crook, is reached. A gtjod trail leads 
from the crossing to tlu; creek, which is 
struck twelve miles above its mouth. This 
is considered the best route for miners 
who want to reach the central portion of 
the crook; but those who wish to strike 
the lower end of it will find no difficulty 
in canoeing from Pierce's crossing to tho 
creek's mouth. The official report just 
made by Mr. W. Robinson and informa- 
tion derived from nther reliable sources, 
leave no room for doubt that the beat, 
quickest and cheapest route to the mines 
is by way of Fort Hope. 

A Close Shav£. — The Orej/oninii tells 
of the arrival of the British ship Aberyst- 
with Castle at Portland to lo;id grain for 
Europe. She had boon chartered at 02s. 
(id. to load wheat for England. If she 
failed to reach the port of hiading at mid- 
night on the ;ilst ult. the charter would 
bo invalid and the loss to the owners 
would have been $7,000 — the difference 
between the rate at which she was charter- 
ed and the ralo now ruling — 453. By 
putting on two tugs the ship reached 
Corbett A:|MclCoay's wharf at 10:50 o'clock 
at night and .saved her charter by an hour 
and ten minutes.

A correspondent of the Loiulou 
Tiiufs says : — At the Connaught Win- 
ter Assizes in Carrick-on-Sliannon, u 
small farmer named Martin AI'Hugo, 
who was convicted of murder, was sen- 
tenced to death by jMr.TJu:stico Har- 
rison. Ho had been tried twice before 
at the (Jalw.ay Assizes, and tho juries 
disagreed. Thta Attoniey-Goneral con- 
ducted the prosecution, and made an 
able statement for the Crown. Tho 
murder, which took ])lace on tlie night 
of Christma.i Eve, 1877, was of a most 
savage character. MMIugo had receiv- 
ed a process from the deceased, Alich- 
ael Hroheiiy, claimiiig £\0 damages 
for slander uttered by the prisoner at 
the hearing of the summons betnro the 
magisLk'ute.s al, potty sessions, when ho 
stated that Brehcny was a man of bad 
character, not worthy of being believed 
upon his oath. Tho evidence was wholly 
circumstantial, and tho strongest fact 
was the finding of a piece of frieze in 
the hands of the murdered man whii h 
compared with a rent in the coat of 
the prisoner. Breheny's right hand 
was withered, but ho clutched the coat 
in his dcath-gras[), and tore it. Two 
witnes.<;es swore that thoy lieiird a 
shout of agony and a cry of 'Murdei-' 
coming from tho tliroction where the 
body was found next morning lying iu 
the snow. Blood marks were found 
by chemical analysis upon the pri.son- 
er's clothes, and it was al.so provcid 
that lie made a false statement to tho 
police. The murder was committed 
with a heavy stone, the .skull and chest 
of the deceased being smashed in a 
shocking manner. For the defence an 
!ilteni))t was made to ju-ove that lie 
was at home at the time of the murder 
and his landlord gave liiiii .in excellent 
character. I'lie (execution was fixeil 
for tho IGth of January. When he 
heard tho sentence the prisoner crossed 
himself reverently several times and 
bowed to tlie Court."

TUK WAXTAnADOEUY UUSHIU.NtiKilS. 

The closing scene of the trial of 
Sc*tt and his companions at Sydney, 
before Judge Windeycr, excited much 
interest. The jury returned into court 
precisely at six o'clock, having been in 
consultation two hours and seven 
minutes, and returned a verdict of 
guilty against all four jiri.sonors, but 
recoiniiiending Rognn, Williams and 
Bennett to mercy. In answer to the 
usual question wdiether (Iks prisoners 
had anything to say why the .sentenco 
of death should not be ])assed, .Scott 
made a long, rambling, liifalutin speech, 
which was thoroughly characteristic. 
He said that he believed there was an 
Almighty God, who judged us all by 
the broad page of his life j and he be- 
lieved that God would show him more 
mercy than his fellow men would show 
him ; and he could look forwart with 
hope beyond the grave, and stand on 
the gallows without one trembling 
limb and meet his fate. When ho was 
gone lie hoped they would not load 
him with infamy. Ho had a father 
antl a mother iu another land — do not 
harrow their souls by abu.siiig him. 
Now, ho asked tho jire.ss, ho asked 
public opinion, that had luinted him 
down and run him to the gallow s, to 
let him rest. Let them write what 
they would on his stained grave now, 
and leave the rest to tinin ; write it 
again in years to come ; and then it 
would bo-said ho had gone down to the 
grave under remarkable circumstances; 
he was wrecked by the cruelty and 
hardness of those who called tliem- 
sclvcs Christians. The prisoners were 
then all sentenced to death. 

ITote of 'Wamlner from tho London 
" Times. " 

London, Jan. 21. — The 2'iiues, in a 
leading editorial article tO-day, com- 
menting on tho i)ropo.srd increase in 
the German army, ."lays: " What is 
disturbing in the matter is the vivid 
revelation it affords of tiie terrible con- 
dition of the armed truce iu which 
Europe exists from day to day. By 
wisdom and tinnnpss, statesmen may 
avert a collision of these armed forces, 
but such acliieveinent will need inces- ; 
sant vigilance and patience. At such ' 
time England ought to hold herself as 
free as |)ossible from all unnecessary 
entanglements iu onler to be able, if 
necessarv, to make her voice heard at 
some critical moment wiien the whole 
course of European history might bo 
hanging in the balance. Far greater 
issues to tho world are now at stake in 
Europe than in any other quarter of 
the globe, and in deciding them Eng- 
land may have a still more beneficial 
part to play than ever she has yet ful- 
filled. To play it effectually she must 
be strong, and she should be at peace."
